OxsSERVING in my travels, how often 
domeftic happinefs is difturbed by the at- 
tempt,of the wife to wear the hufband’s 
clothes ; or, in other words, by affuming 
the place ot command, inftead of tender- 
nefs and forbearance: I thought the fol- 
lowing extraét on FEMALE TEMPER, 
might be ufeful, at leaft to the next gene- 
ration. Hereafter I may give you a word 
apropos to hufbands, who, infenfible to the 
claims of an amiable wife, take the place 
of tyrants. 


‘Tt is particularly necefary for girls 
to acquire command of temper; becaufe 
much of the effe@t of their powers of rea- 
foning, and of their wit, when they grow 
up, will dependupon the gentlenefs and 
good humour with which they condué 
themfelves. A woman who fhould attempt 
to thunder with her tongue, would not find 
her eloquence increafe her domettic happi- 
nefs. Wedonot wilh that women fhould 
implicitly yicld their bewer judgment to 
their fathers or hufbands ; but let them fup- 
port the caufe of reafon with all the graces 
of female gentlenefs. A man, in a furious 
paffion, is terrible to his enemies ; but a 
woman ina paflion is difpufting to her 
friends. She lofes all the refpe@ due to 
her fex, and fhe has not mafculine ftrength 
and couraye ta enforce any other kind of 
refpe€t. Vhefe ciscumttances fhould be 
confidered by thofe who advife that no dif- 
terence fhould be made in the education of 
the two fexes. 

‘« The happinefs and influence of wo- 
men, both as wives and muthers, and, in- 
deed, in every relation, fo much depends 
on their temper, that it ought to be moft 
carefully cultivated. We fhould not fuffer 
girls to imagine that they can balance ill- 
humour by fome good quality or accom- 
plilhment ; becaufe, in fact, there are none 
which can fupply the want of good temper 
in the female fex.”
